No, 3 — In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(e) of sub-section (2) of section 60 of the Damodar Valley 
Corporation Act, 1948 (XIV of 1948) the Damodar Valley 
Corporation, with the previous sanction of the Central 
Government, hereby makes the following regulations, 
namely : — 

(1) These regulations may be called the Damodar 
Valley Fishery Regulations, 1955. 

(2) They extend to all waters under the control of the 
Corporation. 

2. In these regulations: — 

(a) “the Act” means the Damodar Valley Corporation 
Act, 1948 (XIV of 1948); 

(b) “Corporation” means the Damodar Valley Corpo- 
ration; 

(c) “Licensing authority” means the Director of Soil 
Conservation employed by the Corporation or any 
other officer authorised in this behalf by the 
Corporation or by the licensing authority; 

(d) “Section” means a Section of the Act; 

(e) “Waters under the control of the Corporation” 
include waters in all the dams, reservoirs, tanks, 
barrages and canals owned, controlled or main- 
tained by the Corporation; and 

(f) “Year” means the financial year, 

3. No person shall take out any fish from any water 
under the control of the Corporation except under and in 
accordance with a licence granted under these regula- 
tions. 

4. On an application made to it by any person for the 
grant of a licence for taking out fish from any waters 
under the control of the Corporation, the licensing autho- 
rity, if it is satisfied that the application should be grant- 
ed, may grant a licence on payment of the fees and 
subject to the terms and conditions specified below: 

(1) no dynamite or other explosive substance, poison, 
lime or noxious material or fixed engine as 
defined in the India Fisheries Act, 1897 (IV of 
1897) shall be used by any licensee; 

(2) every person to whom a licence is granted shall 
be liable to pay the following fees namely: 

(a) for one country-boat, full complement (maxi- 
mum of 500 feet of gill or wall nets) and lines 
Rs. 50/- per year. The boat shall not carry more 
than four persons and the catch restriction shall 
not exceed twenty seers per day, 

(b) for one fisherman to ply and cast net Rs. 15/- 
per year, catch restriction being limited to five 
seers per day, 

(c) for angling with country-rod and line by one 
man per year Rs. 2/- catchment restriction be- 
ing limited to li seers per day, 
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(d) for fishing with gill nets or wall nets without 
boat near the bank (nets not exceeding 450 feet 
in length) operated by not more than two men, 
Rs. 25/- per year catch restriction being limited 
to ten seers per day; 

(3) a licence granted under this regulation shall be 
in the Form annexed hereto and shall remain 
valid for one year with effect from the date on 
which it is granted; 

Provided that a licence granted to any person 
for the first time shall remain valid for the un- 
expired period of the year in which it is granted; 

(4) every boat licensed for fishing under these regula- 
tions shall bear a distinguishing mark in bold 
white figures painted against a black background 
at not less than two prominent places on different 
sides of the boat; 

(5) unless instructions to the contrary are issued by 
the Corporation in this behalf, no licensee shall' 
catch any fish of the variety of Rohm Mirgale, 
Catla or Calbaus and if any fish of such variety 
is accidentally netted the licensee shall imme- 
diately drop it back alive in the water; 

(6) no licensee shall ply his boat within four furlongs 
of the dam or barrage nor shall he unload his 
catch within such area; 

(7) every licence granted under these regulations 
shall be non-transferable but in the event of the 
death of the licensee, it may, if the licensing 
authority so thinks fit, be endorsed in favour of 
his legal heir on payment of a fee of one rupee; 

(8) every licence granted under these regulations 
shall be liable to be produced on demand by any 
officer authorised in this behalf by the licensing 
authority or the Engineer-in-Charge, barrage and 
irrigation project, Durgapur; 

(9) any licence granted under these regulations may 
be renewed from year to year on payment of the 
fee laid down in clause (2) of this regulation and 
where any licence is lost, a duplicate copy thereof 
may be issued on payment of one rupee;
